Mormon was 
afterward slain by his relentless foes. 
Moroni, the last surviving prophet of 
the Nephites, wrote twenty years after 
the destruction of his people and 
sealed up the record of his father and 
hid it in the earth, and testified of 
wars among the Lamanites, and how 
they killed every Nephite they found 
who would not deny the Christ, and 
because of his fidelity he had to wan- 
der wherever he could to save his life. 
Now why should this generation 
ridicule the testimony of Joseph Smith 
when he said he 2 those re- 
cords? There can be nothing remark- 
able about ore plates being found with 
engravings on them. During the pre- 
sent century many persons in America 
testify of finding the like. 
But an objection is generally raised 


to the sod oseph Smith said he dis- 
covered these plates. I am aware it 


sounds marvelous to all who hear. It 
is something new, but it is so reason- 
able that all objections after a careful 
examination should be dropped. We 
learn from his history that when he 
was between fourteen and fifteen years 
of age his mind was much exercised 
about religion, and as there were 
different denominations in the village 
he lived, each his 
lar views as to what people 
should do to be saved, and no two 
agreeing, he resolved to ask the Lord 
for wisdom. Selecting a secluded 
spot in the woods on a beautiful 
a in the spring of 1820, he 
kneeled down to ask the Lord to tell 
him which sect of religion he should 
join. His prayer was answered by 
the appearance of a pillar of light des- 
cending upon him, far brighter than 
the sun, and two glorious person 
stood in the air, one calling him 
name, and pointing to the other said: 
“This is my beloved Son, hear him.” 
He was told not to join any of the 
sects, for they were all wrong in the 
sight of God. Satisfied beyond doubt 
that the God of heaven had spoken to 
him, he continued to seek Him for 
wisdom to know how to serye Him. 
On the eve of September 21, 1823, 
after retiring to rest for the night, he 
supplicated the Lord for a forgiveness 
of his sins. While thus en a | 
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light appeared in the room and it 
grew brighter than noonday, and a 
personage ap at his bedside 
standing in the air, having on a loose 
ro exquisite whiteness, His 
hands, and his arms a little above the 
wrists, as also his feet and his legs a 
little: above the ankles, wers naked. 
His head and neck were also bare, 
and his whole person was glorious 
beyond description. He called Joseph - 
by name, and said he was a messen 
ger sent from the presence of God 
that his name was Moroni, and that 
the Lord had a work for him (Joseph) 
todo. He told ‘him of a book de- 
posited in the earth written on gold 
lates, and giving an account of ‘the 
ormer inhabitants of the land, the 
source from whence they sprang, and 
the fullness of the Gospel as taught 
by the Savior; and also that there 
were two stones in silver ‘bows, and 
these stones fastened to a breastplate 
constituted what is called the Urim 
and Thummim. These were deposi- 
ted with the N and the possession 
and use of these stones were what 
constituted seers in ancient times, and 
that God had prepared them for the 
pur of translating the book.

The following day he repaired to 
the place where the treasure. was, for 
he had seen in vision the. spot. It 
was near the Mage of Manchester, 
Ontario County, New York, on the 
west side of the ‘largest hill in that 
neighborhood, near the top. A stone 
box, the top of which was visible, 
contained the precious treasure. He 
beheld with wonder and was about to 
lay hold of them, when the merely 
messenger who had previously visited 
him stood in his presence and forbade 
him to take them until after the ex- 
iration of four years, He invited 
oseph to meet him there l 
hence, and so on each year until the 
time came when he should take pos- 
session of them. Accordingly, on the 
22nd of September, 1827, the heavenly 
messenger delivered the ‘plates ‘into 
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his hands, and the Urim and Thum- 
mim, by which to translate a portion 
of the book, holding him responsible 
for them, and telling him to use his 
utmost endeavors to preserve them 
until he should require them of him. 
On the 17th of April, 1829, Joseph 
Smith commenced to translate from 
the plates by the Urim and Thum- 
mim, and Oliver Cowdery acted as 
scribe. He also copied a number of 
characters from the plates, which fell 
into the hands of a gentleman named 
Martin Harris, who teok them to the 
city of New York and presented them | 
to Professor Anthon, a man noted for 
his learning, who said they were tran- 
slated correctly. The copies not tran- 
slated he said were Egyptian, Chal- 
daio, and Arabic.

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Tun Prophet Joseph Smith, 4 asked how it was he . to govern 
the Latter-day Saints 80 easily, replied: “I teach them correct principles | 
and they govern themselves.” We can’ readily see that a people, who have 
thus learned to govern themselves, would be easily cotitrolled by the 
Almighty and His servants, and we believe that mankind will never be pro- 
perly governed until this principle is accepted and thoroughly carried out. 
Self government must be the basis of all true and perfect ene 
When mankind learn to properly govern themselves by righteous and correct 
principles, the whole problem of government will be solved, but. never until 
then. Herein are the weakness and failure of earthly governments. They 
often serve a good purpose, and the condition of society is much better for 
them, but they can never do for man that which he should do for Himself. 
Laws may restrain a people in the practice of vice, but they ban never make 
them virtuous, Human experience even goes to show that the. practice of 
crime is not regulated by the degree of punishment inflicted. When 
stealing and forgery were punished with death those crimes were not eradi ä 
from society. All that was gained - was that when men guilty 4 5 
offenses were detected and punished they never committed them again; but 
others were ready to take their place and perpetuate these crimes.’ ‘Thus we 
see that the severest ‘penalties fall, to eradicate crime. But man can, by a 
proper exercise of his free agency and by divine assistance, learn to control 
himself and refrain from evil. When he has done that, the law and its pen- 
alties are not required, and until then they are more or lens inefficient, 
The principle of self government is worthy of the highest consideration of 
the Latter-day Saints. The spirit of our holy religion points to it as certainly 
as the needle to the pole, and we are manifesting the fruits of the Gospel ‘in 
our lives in proportion to our progress in this important principle of self con- 
trol and discipline.

Such persons have entirely misconceived the true nature of 
the problem of self, government, as much so.as a man mistakes. the true pur- 
pose of life when he undertakes n et ite tromblan ite ditt, 
culties by. committing suicide.

On the 30th ult, alittle boy, four and a half years old, the son of ‘Brother 
and Sister Hyde, of Honeyville, Box Elder County, was killed by a gravel 
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train on the Utah and Northern railway. The little fellow had wandered 
rom his home to the track, and whilé at play fell asleep between the rails, 
and was struck and run over by the locomotive and a part of the train. 

Wool is an important and profitable product of Utah. One firm alone is 
said to have shipped fifty-six car-loads this season. The total clip of the 
Territory is estimated at between 7,000,000 and 8,000,000 Ibs. It is thought 
that the clip of 1887 will reach 10,000,000 lbs, and that there will be a pro- 
portionate increase in the yearly. rit, Prices have been far better than was 
expected in the spring. 

A man, named William Clifton, was fatally injuced recently at Big Cotton- 
wood, Salt Lake County. He was engaged on the farm of Mr. Charles 
Bagley, and in going to the field for a load of hay, he fell from the hay rack. 
The hind wheels passed over his shoulders near the neck. He exclaimed to 
two persons who were with him, Boys, it has killed me! Lift me up! Oh, 
my poor arm!” He lived half an — after the accident, but never spoke 
again. 
Senator John A. Logan, — a d large 8 of visitors en route to San 
Francisco, arrived in Salt Lake City on the 30th ult) A public meeting was 
held at the skating rink and a large concourse. of people assembled to wel- 
come and honor the visitors. Speeches were made by Senator Logan 
and others. Some of the speakers: disgraced themselves by violent and 
untruthful attacks upon the “ Mormons,” but the Senator’s speech was on the 
whole moderate and conservative. 

A few months ago, in the First District Court at Ogden, C. W. Hemenway, 
editor of the Ogden Herald, was found guilty of libeling General Nathan 
Kimball and Judge Zane. Sentence was suspended, but has now been passed 
upon him, inflicting a-fine of $500 for the first offense, and one year's impri- 
sonment for the second. This heavy sentence was among the last official acts 
of Judge Powers, and is looked upon as a final act of spite against the out- 
spoken editor who freely criticised the judge's tyrannical course. 

Sister Rhoda Maria Carrington, a well known and highly respected lady of 
Salt Lake City, died on the lst inst. at Georgetown, Idaho, while visiting her 
sister at that place. The Deseret News thus speaks of Sister Carrington: 
„Born March Lund, 1824, at Springfield, Illinois; embraced the Gospel in 
J aly’ 1841, being baptized by Elder William O. Clark; removed to Wiscon- 
sin, thence to Nauvoo, in 1844, where she remained until February, 1846, and 
joined the exodus of the Saints westward, arriving at Council Bluffs in the 
following fall. In the spring of 1847 she yoked her cattle and started towards 
the setting sun, which she had to do owing. to her husband, Albert Carring- 
ton, going with President: Brigham Young, in the company of the Pioneers. 
She ‘possessed u nerve of steel, which was shown during her journey in yok- © 
ing and unyoking her team and driving through the wilderness, looking after 
and caring for her little daughter Jane. On the 5th day of October she shed 
tears of joy on emerging from the mouth of Emigration Canyon, as her eyes 

dwelt-on the haven-of rest in the valley below. During the winter of 1847-8 
she passed through the sufferings and hardships which followed the Saints to
